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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment Entry 

1. Applicants response to the Office Action mailed March 12, 2002 is acknowledged. 
Claims 51-55 have been cancelled without prejudice. The claims have been re-considered and 
the following new restriction requirement is deemed appropriate. Examiner apologizes for any 
inconvenience this may cause Applicant. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 -25, are drawn to a method of detect an antigen of interest in a sample 
with a multispecific molecule, classified in class 43 6, subclass 518 for example. 

II. Claims 26-40, are drawn to a method of imaging an antigen bearing structure in a 
patient via patient administration of a multispecific molecule, classified in class 
424, subclass 93.1 for example. 

III. Claims 41-50, are drawn to a kit for detecting an antigen of interest, classified in 
class 422, subclass 61 for example. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 

not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
method inventions have different modes of operation the method of Group I merely requires the 
formation and detection of the binding complex antigen-molecule-probe. 
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While the method of Group II requires test compound administration to a patient thereby 
imaging an antigen bearing structure. Group I does not require patient administration or 
imaging. Therein the methods are distinct. 

Inventions III and (I-II) are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the Kit/product can be used in either of the materially different 
processes of Group I or Group II. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter as shown by their 
different classification. Further, the search required for Groups I - III are not totally coextensive, 
therefore restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Please note that the 
classifications in the restriction are illustrative only and do not represent all the classes and 
subclasses which must be searched for each invention; nor is the search limited to issued US 
patents, but rather includes foreign patents and applications as well as literature searches. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement be complete and must include an
